Theodore Roosevelt and Charles 
W. Fairbanks were inaugurated In 
Washinjrton Satruday as President 
and Vice President of the United 
States. The inauguration ceremon- 
ies proper were brief and impressive 
and the inaugural parade exceeded 
all previous parades in point of num- 
bers and in unique attractions. It is 
estimated that 200,000 visitors were 
attracted to Washington. The line 
of march was more artistically dec- 
orated than ever before. No street 

the city was without flags. Palms 
were a feature of the decorations 
and along each nde of Pennsylvania 
avefnue were noted historical figures 
in great numbers from the St. Louis 
Exposition. 

The inauguratiort ©f Vice Presi- 
dent Fairbanks toak plaee in the 
Senate chamber shortly aftef noon 
and was of two minutes' duration. 
Mr Fairbanks delivered a very brief 
•ddnM'And entered upon the dis- 
charge oi his duties, the new senate 
being immediately organize ! 

President Roosevelt took the oath 
of pflice at the east front of the Cap- 
itol in the presence of a vast crowd. 
The oath was administered by Chief 
Justice Fuller. There was practic- 
ally no demonstration at its close 
and the President entered at once 
upon his inaugural address, the de- 
livery of which occupied only a few 
minutes. 

The President made a running 
comment to those around him as the 
parade passed the reviewing stand. 
It was in characteristic vein. When 
the band played "Garry Owen' 
pronounced it a "bully fighting 
tune." Whon the Filipinos passed 
facetiiiusly remarked: "The 
wretched serfs seem happy in their 
chains." "Ah, there's Custer's old 
bold regiment, the finest in the .ser- 
vice," he cried, as the Seventh Cav- 
ajry swept by. A "bunch" of cow- 
boys proved to be the President's 
personal friends and shouted greet- 
ings to him as they rode past, 
band that played "There'll be a Hot 
Time" set him swaying in his chair.

A neighbor of Hight's, some time 
last winter, received a "green 
goods" circular containing a dollar 
bill. This was turned over to Hight 
who showed it to the ciushn-ra of the 
Crofton bank and one of the banks 
here and it was pronouncsd good 
money. Hijrht kept his own counsel, 
and decided to go to New York and 
get the bargain offered. The account 
from the World given above tells the 
result and how it happened that 
Harve got back home with his roll. 
The smartest thiror he did was to 
leave his money with the clerk.

George Holland, under death sen- 
tence, flatly refused to testify, saying 
since he was to be hanged himself 
he didn't care to ha^'e any thing 
further to do with the affair. 

At 11 o'clock the defense placed 
Finch on the stand and he told sub- 
stantially the same story he did a 
year ago. He admitted being in the 
crowd, but denied that he took any 
part in the actual killing, claiming 
that he thought the man was to be 
robbed and not hurt. A few other 
tnesses for the defense were heard 
and the argument begaA at three 
o'clock. 

John Feland spoke for Finch and 
Cbnimohwealth's Attorney Smith 
closed the arprument and the case 
went to the jury. 

A verdict is expected today.
